Wheat bread was 
the luxury, rye and barley bread tli 
common diet. "'Horse-bread" wi 
the cheaper kind, so called because it 
was brought to the retailers in sacks 
on the backs of horses. "Manchef 
was the wheateu loaf weighing five 
ounces. "Mcsline was the penny loaf. 
"A quartcrnloaf was the usual form. 
Cakes, caraway seed in rye or barley, 
and oaten cakes of oatmeal were al- 
ways on the table. 

CVWy thing*, almost, was made into 
pies or pasties.
